_ Only a short while before the 
American forces at the border 
had, with great courage, turned 
back a sudden Yugoslav demand 
for passage of troops. The plan 
was to take over the city of 
Trieste itself. The women and 
children of the occupying forces

Our 
small force of 5,000 men was 
spread thinly across the moun- 
tains high above the city. 

For months this tension and 
fear never relaxed. They knew 
that at any moment Tito’s tough 
troops might come down out of 
the hills. 

One day we took Jeeps and 
drove up a long, winding road 
to a small village there in the 
Julian Alps. Immediately beyond 
it was the road block and border. 
A hundred feet beyond were the 
Yugoslav soldiers, sullen and de- 
fiant.

(Mac- 
millan.) 

“More than any Communist 
Party in the world,” he writes, 
“the Yugoslav Party is the cre- 
ation of one man. Its members 
are Communists, but they look 
first to Tito and only through 
him to Stalin.” 7 

As further explanation of Tito, 
and of why Russia hates and 
fears him, despite his compara- 
tively small strength, is a letter 
which Politboro member Edvard 
Kardelj wrote to Moscow in 
April, 1948: 

“No matter how much each of 
us loves the land of socialism, 
the USSR, he can in no case 
love his country less.” 

This is what Moscow cannot 
abide. It is what they call “Na- 
tionalist deviation.” It is why 
all Stalinist Communists are loyal 
first to Moscow—those of this 
or any other country. It ex- 
plains, too, the purges in Hun- 
gary, in Bulgaria, in Poland and 
Czechoslovakia. 

Armstrong says, sanely, that 
we cannot afford to build a huge 
army for Tito, since to do so 
would be to deliver it into the 
hands of Stalin should Tio be 
killed. We do not have to be 
“for” Tito, and we are not. But 
he says, with great truth, we are 
fools not to continue to assist 
him to survive, and to maintain 
his army. He argues, too: 

“We cannot force him to change 
the nature of his regime. and we 
should not try—except by what- 
- ever virtue there may be in our 
own example—to persuade him 
to change it. 

“It is enough that intercourse 
in ideas between Yugoslavia and 
outside nations is possible. Here 
is a Communist country with 
doors open to visitors. The clue 
to the importance of this is the 
ferocity with which the Commu- 
nist dictatorship forbids it in 
Russia.” - 


His conclusion is that since the 
decision of Tito to be loyal first 
to his own people, “world com- 
munism will never again . be 
quite the same.”

One blaze suddenly flared up 
on the bed where Dolphus was 
sleeping but it didn’t bother him 
because he claims he can’t see the 
fires which keep everyone else 
busy fighting. 

Relatives claim that the blazes 


@ren’t ordinary—that they have a. 


“ghostly, weird appearance.” 

Chief Wilson hasn’t seen one of 
the blazes, but he did examine the 
burned furniture and clothing and 
admits “something strange is go- 
ing on.” 

Paul Trawick, state news editor 
of The Macon News, visited the 
home Wednesday. He said 11 fires 
had damaged furniture and cloth- 
ing about the home. Members of 
the household told him the first 
fires started Saturday and have 
occurred each day since. He could 
offer no possible solution to the 
mystery. 

Negro residents in the area be- 
lieve the fires were started by 
Aunt Julia Simmons, a dead for- 
tune teller. They say it’s Aunt 
Julia’s spirit come back.

Under prodding by Defense Mobilizer

Compromise 


DeKalb and Fulton legislators finally 
have compromised their differences over 
implementing a vital part of the Plan of 
Improvement and now can go before the 
General Assembly in the harmonious 
agreement necessary to achieve passage of 
the various measures:

Don’t Want Peace 


Communist China’s rejection of the 
United Nations cease-fire proposal was 
expected. 

It reaffirms the fact that the Commu- 
nists have no intention of negotiating for 
a peaceful settlement in Korea so long as 
they have the upper hand in a military 
way. A free and independent Korea is far- 
thest from the Communist thinking. Mos- 
cow, which is directing every move, and 
Mao Tze-tung, who is carrying out the or- 
ders, are interested solely in extending 
Communist domination throughout Asia 
and eventually throughout the world. 

That is a deduction even the most hope- 
ful in the UN must draw from the Peiping 
announcement. 

The cease-fire proposal was supported, 
somewhat reluctantly but as a necessary 
demonstration of good faith, by this coun- 
try. It provided first for a cease-fire and 
then steps toward restoration of peace 
which included free elections by the Ko-

The attack by State Senator Harold 
Willingham, of Marietta on The Atlanta 
Constitution has amused us greatly.

The Atlanta Printing Industry has put out a 
provocative pamphlet, “Stop the Presses,” in 
which we are reminded that shutting down the 
printing machines woyld mean no labels on gro- 
ceries, no insurance policies, no dollar bills, no 
postage stamps, no “nothing” that bears the 
' printed word. “Stop the Presses” points out, too, 
that printing is Atlanta’s third industry, employ- 
ing directly 6,000 persons, with 25,000 dependent 
on keeping the presses rolling—from the big 
Goss in the newspaper plant to the tiniest job 
press in the hole~-in-the-wall print shop.

Will Stalin Profit 
From Adolf’s Error? 


WASHINGTON—Though not everyone seems 
to realize it fully, the stark facts of the aggres- 
sion committed on our forces in Korea by the 

Chinese Reds constitutes an act of war and we are now engaged 
in an undeclared war with the Peiping government, just as much 
as we were with Japan after Pearl Harbor, Both acts of aggression 
are equal in infamy. 


The only reason we have not declared war on the Chinese Com- 
munists is that we have been held back by more important consid- 


erations—Russia, to be specific. It would be playing Moscow’s 
game to extend ourselves in the Orient and thus weaken the major 
scheme of defense we are building up in Western Europe, which 
promises to be the main battleground if World War III comes. 


But declared or undeclared, what is going on now in Korea is 
war in all of its realities. We could not be more at war if a for- 
mal declaration of hostilities had been approved by Congress. The 
unprovoked attack on United Nations forces in Korea by Chinese 
armies is in keeping with the practice of dictators to wage wars 
without declaring them. That was the Hitler method. 


Major Concern Our major concern is not China, of course, 

but Russia, which pulls the strings at 
Peiping like a puppet. We cannot afford to engage in an all-out 
war effort in China so long as there is danger of the Soviet Union 
moving in Europe. Not until we have built up our own and the 


defense works of Western Europe can we have a showdown with 
Red China. 


That day of reckoning will come, however, sooner or later. It 
may come sooner than expected through the intervention of Chi- 
nese Nationalist forces now established on the island of Formosa. 
where Chiang Kai-shek sits with a well-trained army of 500,000 
men—the cream of the forces remaining loyal to him in the disin- 
tegration that forced his evacuation of the mainland. 


What our military strategists are planning is a secret that could 
not be told, even if it were known. But it is a safe guess that 
some positive steps are in the making. It would not be at all sur- 
prising to see the announcement any day in the immediate future 
that a considerable portion of Chiang’s army has been laid down 
on the Chinese mainland, through the co-operation of American 
and British naval units. 


Chiang, it is recalled, has offered to lead an invasion of China 
if we will give him air znd naval support. We refrained from 
accepting his aid throughout the fighting to put down aggression 
by the North Korean Communists, leaning backward, as it were, 
to avoid doing anything that might cause the Chinese Reds to inter- 
vene. But now the picture presented is an entirely different one. 


From President Truman’s standpoint, it is fortunate 
Fortunate perhaps that we did not take Chiang up on his offer 
in the beginning. If we had, the blame for the Chinese interven- 
tion would have been placed squarely on the President. His critics 
would have been able to say that he provoked the Chinese attack 
by allowing Chiang to get a new foothold on China, although we 
now know that the whole Korean mess was planned by the Com- 
munist in Peiping and Moscow months before it was started. 


In the meantime, there is every evidence that the cautious game 
we are playing will bear fruit. Our over-all objective, of course, 
is to avoid another world war, which would see the Communist 
nations pitted against the democracies of Europe and this hemi- 
sphere. Because we are the most powerful nation in the world, 
we would have to bear the brunt of that war, if it came. 


For one bit of evidence, it is interesting to cite the odds of 
the bookmakers of England against a world war breaking out in 
the current year. The Associated Press carried a dispatch from 
London the other day stating that “the organized bookmakers of 
Great Britain have decided on 1,000 to 1 as the fair odds against a 
world war in 1951.” Those are reassuring odds, sifice the “smart 
money,” as the bookmakers’ capital is called, does not usually 
assume such a risk without pretty solid assurance of how it stands. 


Reassuring comes from Dr. Hu Shih, former Chinese ambas- 
sador to the United States. In an interview with the United States 
News and World Report, carried in its current issue, he expresses 
the unshaded opinion that “Stalin is not going to destroy himself 
by opening a second front in Europe.” 


Dr. Shih, a noted expert in the field of foreign affairs, believes 
that Stalin will be deterred by the protection Europe is given 
under the Atlantic Pact. War against one of the treaty nations 
will involve us to the hilt. And we have made clear our deter- 
mination to stand by the commitments. 


Perhaps his most interesting observation is based on a reminder 
of what Stalin once said about Hitler not knowing when to stop. 
The old fox of the Kremlin can be relied upon, it is believed, not 
to invite disaster by going too far. ° '

Human Resources Are the Stake 


It’s easy to see that the Legislature is in session, for a bill already has been 


put forward to abolish the Georgia Citizens Council. 


This effort, by top Admin- 


istration men, duplicates a like endeavor two years ago when the Council was 
spared the ax after a committee hearing brought out the fact some people didn’t 
want the Council done in. Now, with the call of essential services sounding loudly 
in this time of national crisis, there may be greater pressure to do away with 
the $60,000 annual expense represented by the Citizens Council. Upon reflection, the $60,000 operat- 
ing fund of the Council seems rather insignificant in such an overwhelming total as $175,000,000, 


the proposed budget for the next State fiscal year. 


$60,000’s or the millions will get out of hand. 
What does the Georgia Citizens Council do? 


Mainly, its work falls into four fields: Health, 
safety, recreation, and youth. In all of these 
divisions the commodity supplied is leadership. 
The Council is a co-ordinating agency which 
fuses the efforts of citizens in local communities. 


An example is the Regional Better Health 
Conference held Wednesday in Swainsboro. 
Here, under Council leadership, citizens of 
28 east-central counties met to discuss health 
problems of their communities and their sec- 
tion of the State. This regienal conference 
was one of a series of Better Health Con- 
ferences held in the State. The purpose of 
the regional meetings has been to go to the 
grassroot level in dealing with problems of 
better health. 


Medical authorities speak at these confer- 
ences and provide leadership in discussions of 
health plans. The regional conferences sprang 
from the first Statewide health conference held 
several years ago in Macon. At this meeting an 
imposing gathering of medical and lay leaders 
adopted a manifesto for better health in Geor- 
gia. Many of the goals charted in Macon already 
have been reached through legislative action 
and through workings of various health agencies 
in the State. 

In the field of safety, the Citizens Council 
provided the planning for the Highway Safety 
Conference held in Atlanta last March. Out of 
this grew the Georgia Safety Council, which is 
concerned with lowering the toll of death on the 
State’s highways. 

The recreational phase of the Council’s work 
consists merely of providing consultative service

The Youth Division of the Citizens Council 
sponsors the annual Youth Workshop in Atlanta. 
This meeting of youth from about the State has 
resulted in formation of 150 Youth Workshops in 
various communities. 


Out of the $60,000 annual] appropriation of 
the Council come the salaries of four profes- 
sional field workers and four clerical workers 
in the Atlanta offices. Also from the $60,000 
comes the money to defray expenses of such 
meetings as the Safety Conference, the Better 
Health Conferences, and so forth. The Council 
sends out a considerable amount of printed mat- 
ter in support of its endeavors. 


The work of the Citizens Council is not 
something that can be ticked off on the 
fingers of one’s hand. The Council deals in 
human values, and seed sown in that field 
often do not show an immediate harvest. 


After the fight two years ago to do away 
with the Council, its tone became more of that 
of the Administration as some of its leaders 
either resigned or were replaced by the Gov- 
ernor. So, survival of the Citizens Council is 
not altogether a matter of Administration and 
anti-Administration. 


As long as the Georgia Citizens Council can 
bring together hundreds of citizens to discuss 
health problems of their communities, as long as 
it can provide the leadership for programs to 
stay the grim stalking of death on the highways, 
it would seem there is a place for it in our 
scheme of things, even at the indulgence of the 
Administration.

17—Secretary of State Acheson said Wednesday that he felt sure there were 


ways in which the Administration and the Congress could work out their differences over sending 


more American troops to Europe. 

The Secretary indicated that President Tru- 
man would define the Administration’s idea of 
a compromise solution soon, He also implied that 
the Congress could give its advice to the execu- 
tive on this subject, but he did not promise or 


imply that the Administration would seek or 
await Congress’ c sent. 


It is this quartion of whether the Admin- 
istration will agree to abide by the judgment 
of the Congress—whether it will await the 
eonsent of Congress before sending more 
troops to Europe—that is now becoming the 
central issue. 


Both Sen. Eugene Millikin, of Colorado, and 
Karl E. Mundt, of South Dakota, both Republi- 
cans, said Wednesday that they were not ques- 
tioning the Presidents’ constitutional right as 
Commander-in-Chief to direct American troops. 
/ Both insisted, however, that in implementing the 
North Atlantic Treaty, he should, in the interest 
of national unity, agree to get the prior consent 
of Congress on sending more garrison troops to 
Europe. 

Acheson did not pass judgment on this point. 
Unlke Mr. Truman’s recent statement in insist- 
ing on the President’s sole right to order troops 
overseas, the Secretary struck a more concilia- 
tory note, and sought to explain his now famous 
statement of last April that the United States 
was not expected to send substanjial numbers of 
troops to Europe in peacetime. 

The Secretary of State said that what he had 
in mind by that statement was that the United 
States was not “required” to send substantial 
numbers of troops under the North Atlantic 
Treaty. In other words, he was saying to the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee at the time 
that if a Senator voted to ratify the Treaty he 
was not undertaking a specific obligation to send 
substantial numbers of American troops to 
Europe. 


Acheson said he did not wish to suggest 
that his judgment was infallible or that he 
was trying to get around the statement he 
made last April, but he asked that that state- 
ment be read in relation to the whole dis- 
cussion of that time and in relation to world 
developments since last April. 


What Senators committed themselves to last 
April, he said, was to discuss and work out what 
each nation believed to be necessary to make 
Article Five of the Treaty effective. This article 
Was an agreement that “an armed attack against 
one or more of them (the members) in Europe 
or North America shall be considered an attack 
against them all.” 

Moreover, Article Three of the Treaty, he ob- 
served, contained another general obligation that, 
to achieve the above objective, the members 

“separately and jointly, by means of continuous 
self-help and mutual aid, will maintain and 
develop their individual and collective capacity 
to resist armed attack.” 

There was not last April and there is not 
now, Acheson said, a specific obligation that we 
must send substantial numbers of American 
troops to Europe. What there was, and is, he 
emphasized, is an obligation to use our own 
honest judgment of what must be done to carry 
out the terms of these two articles. 

At the time the Treaty was before the Senate 
for ratification, he continued, it seemed highly 
unlikely that the United States would have to 
send additional troops to Europe in order to meet 
its general obligations. At least, he added, it was 
not stupid to hold such an expectation at the 
time. 


However, he declared, a lot of things had 
happened since then. The Russians had put 
off an atomic explosion. They had stepped 
up their pressure in beth Europe and Asia, 
and finally the free world was treated to 
the demonstration, in Korea, that force was 
going to be used against us. 


These things led all members of the Atlantic 
alliance to consider their obligations to each 
other in the ligt of the more omnious develop- 


ments. As a result, both the Department of 
State and the Department of Defense recom- 


mended to the President that additional Ameri-, 


can troops be sent to Europe as part of a stepped- 


up program by all members of the North Atlan- 
tic Pact. 


These decisions were publicly announced at 


the time, Acheson pointed out. Moreover, they 
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were suffieiently discussed with the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee and the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee in September, so that this 
idea of sending more troops, pooling them into 
an international army, and placing them under 
a centralized control was not new. 

If the Senate Foreign Relations Committee 


was asking him last April whether he expected 
the situation to reach a point where we would 
have to send more troops to Europe, then, said 
Acheson, his answer of “absolutely no” was 
rendered wrong by events. 

If, on the other hand, he was being asked 
then whether signing the treaty meant that we 
were “required” to send more troops, then, he 
added, his answer of “‘absolutely no” was a cor- 
rect answer and still stood. We were not “re- 
quired” to do so. We were required to exercise 
our best judgment on how to carry out the prin- 
ciples of collective security and self-help and 
mutual aid, and the best judgment of the Ex- 
ecutive branch was that, in the light of events 
since last April, we did have to send more troops. 


Implicit in Acheson's argument through- 
out was the idea that the Congress had au- 
thorized the Executive to make the judgments 
for the United States as to what the United 
States should do to carry out its part of 
the bargain under Articles Three and Five 
of the Treaty. 


He emphasized that the plans for meeting 
the obligations of self-help and mutual aid 
would necessarily change with events, and added 
that while a plan of defense had been worked 
out with other Treaty members, there was no 


commitment about the numbers of troops to be 
sent that could be ratified by the Senate. 

The only thing there was to ratify, he ob- 
served, was the form of the North Atlantic high 
command, approved at Brussels: The decision to 
appoint a commander (Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower); the decision to give him whatever mili- 
tary units were assigned to him by the various 
member nations. 

Acheson said he supposed the Senate could 
talk about whether it was wise for the Execu- 
tive branch of the government to do what it 
was doing, but he declined to spell out how he 
thought the Congress could associate itself with 
the Executive, observing that this was for the 
President .to do. 

Sens. Millikin and Mundt, however, insisted 
in the Senate Wednesday afternoon that they 
would not have voted for the North Atlantic 
Treaty if they had not had Acheson’s assurance 
that it did not commit us to send more garrison 
troops to Europe, and added that in their judg- 
ment the President should get prior consent from 
Congress before implementing the treaty with 
more troops. 


“TI suggest,” said Mundt, “an easy answer 
to the predicament in which we find our- 
selves. I proposed that President Truman, 
between now and the time we intend to vote 
upon this issue next week, proclaim to the 
country that the debate is over, that he, as 
the President, is not going to involve the 
United States and its troops in foreign actions 
abroad without conferring with Congress 
and securing its prior consent.” 


Similarly, like Acheson, Millikin was con- 
ciliatory in tone without suggesting any proposal 
which the Executive was likely to welcome. 

“T should like to suggest,” he said, “that I 
think the President will be duty bound to main- 
tain his own constitutional powers and that he 
would not, and I think he should not, make any 
kind of a statement that would perpetually limit 
his own constitutional powers. But he cer- 
tainly could ‘say that so far as implementation 
of the North Atlantic Pact is concerned—in con- 
nection with Which, we were told in debate, that 
there would be congressional control over the 
subject—he could certainly go so far as to say 
that he would not move without the construc- 
tions of Congress.” 

Aside from verbal moderation and com- 
paratively minor concessions on both sides, how- 
ever, a gap of some importance still remains. 
Millikin said—and Acheson would probably 
agree with him—that there was apparently 
nothing in the Constitution that prohibited the 
use of common sense. 

All that remains, therefore, is for an agree- 
ment to be reached on what common sense is.

By 1950 this num- 
ber had declined to 7,463,000. The biggest shrinkage was in horses. 
In 1920 there was a little over 20,000,000 horses. By 1950 this 
number had gone down to a little over 5,000,000 head. Mechaniza- 


tion and labor conditions have been responsible for this enormous 
decline. 


“On the other hand, racing stock and riding horses have shown 
a steady increase in numbers and price. Thoroughbreds, standard- 
breds and all saddle horses are all sharing in this prosperity. 
The Proof “With our increased knowledge of mineralizing 
the soil we can simulate the conditions in the 
central blue grass core of Kentucky to the extent that we can 
produce top horses to be used for racing and pleasure. As evi- 
dence of this fact, the horse Hoop, Jr., owned by Mr. Hooper, of 
the Hooper Ranch, near Montgomery, Ala., was good enough to 
win the Kentucky Derby a few years since. The King Ranch, 
owned by the Kleburgs in South Texas, has bred thoroughbreds 
so good that they have made many Kentuckians have unpleasant 
nightmares. The colt Assault not only won the Kentucky Derby, 


but went on to win the Triple Crown. This is the greatest award 
that can be won by a thoroughbred. 


“In Walker County, Georgia, the late Dr. Elder, of Chickamauga, 
maintained a stud of thoroughbreds and produced running horses 
that won creditably on leading tracks of the United States and 
Mexico. 

“The walking horse that should give the most encouragement 
to our landowners is Old Glorie’s Big Man, owned by Mr. and 
Mrs. Budd, of Quincy, Fla. This horse won the all-age stake at the 
Dixie Jubilee at Baton Rouge, La., in 1949. He won the all-age 
stake at the National Walking Horse Celebration in 1950. He 
later went back to Louisiana and won the Jubilee stake again 
in 1950. 


“This -hhorse was foaled in Arkansas and was 
Arkansan taken to Quincy, Fla., as a yearling. He has spent 
the rest of his life there and has been trained and shown through- 
out all of his victories by Carl Edwards. He is the first horse to 
win the big stake at Shelbyville that was born, developed and 
shown from outside of Middle Tennessee. 

“But few of our people will go into the breeding of racing 
stock. On the other hand, there is not a farm in Georgia with a 
growing boy or girl on it that skotld not have riding horses. 
Aside from the pleasure they will Ble they will do much useful 
service in‘working cattle.”

Research on the Katyn Massacre 


NEW YORK—Arthur Bliss Lane, our ambassador to Poland who quit the 
diplomatic service to write a book called “I Saw Poland Betrayed,” is now 
devoting himself to an expose of the Katyn massacre of Polish officers by the 


Soviet Union which was discovered in 1943. 


He is one of the organizers of a 


society called The American Committee for the Investigation of the Katyn 


Massacre. 


Mr. Lane has prepared a statement which begins: 


“One of the least 


publicized actions during the last war, yet one which has had the most far-reaching consequences, 
was the murder of over 4,000 Polish officers in the forest of Katyn, near Smolensk, in the Soviet 


Union. 
the murder, which was discovered in April, 
in Russia, 15 miles west of the Katyn Forest,

No trace ever was found of about 11,000 other 
Polish officers in Russian hands. None of these 
were prisoners of war, for Poland was not at 
war with Russia. The Russians captured them 
and they vanished. 


Mr. Lane points out that the American 
soldiers who were murdered by the Soviet 
North Korean Army after they had been 
captured in the early days of the Korean 
“police action” were killed in the same way.

Reynolds offers 
no suggestion that he made any serious pro- 
fessional effort to ascertain the facts, but he 
does say that “we,” wherein he apparently pre- 
sumes to speak for all the Americans in Moscow, 
were shocked to learn that the Polish govern- 
ment-in-exile in London was taking this report 
seriously.

And, he observed “whether the atrocity 
story were true,” the Poles had been very un- 
diplomatic in their conduct. This, it seems, was 
an occasion for protocol and serene manners, 
adorned, perhaps, by a typical series of orgies of 
the kind at which many American officers and 
civilian fools got beastly drunk and disgraced 
themselves. 


Mr. Reynolds remarked by way of criticism 
of the horrified reaction of the Polish govern- 
ment-in-rxile that their diplomacy was “as subtle 
as the path of a Mark VI tank through a flower 
garden.” He got 'a handout from the Soviet 
Foreign Office announcing the suspension of 
diplomatic relations with the Polish Government. 
He reports that a group of other foreign 
journalists called on the Polish ambassador, who 
put stress on the courtesy shown him by the 
Soviet Government, and said he did not believe 
the Goebbels version. He then relates that the 
Soviet censors would not permit their dispatches 
to clear because Russia and Poland were now 
estranged. Reynolds observes that the Russians 
denied themselves the benefit of these doubts 
because they are bad propagandists. His final 
opinion of it was, however, that “the whole con- 
flict boils down to power politics.” 


The American committee for the investi- 
gation of the Katyn massacre applied to the 
treasury for “exemption for Federal income 
tax purposes.” This was denied on the 
ground that while proof of the facts of this 
massacre “might be of historical signifi- 
cance,” nevertheless, the project was not 
“educational.” 


Mr. Lane in reply suggested that this ruling 
might be “influenced by our Government’s re- 
cent appeasement of the Soviet Union.” 


Mr. Reynolds has revealed that he held an 
official Government position while he was acting 
as a correspondent. His propaganda doubtless 
was influential in the formation of public 
opinion regarding Soviet Russia’s position in 
several situations. 


Mr. Lane told the Treasury that “the Ameri- 
can people, of which some 6,000,000 are of Polish 
descent, are entitled to know the facts.”

male population of the United 
States, who have no children 
under 18, and who are listed as 
essentially idle by the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics, her after-40 
years will not be given over 
to bridge clubs, cheap fiction 
Or soap operas. Instead, her 
time will be spent in satisfying 
endeavor devoted to her com- 
munity. 

Mrs. Knight went to. work 
during the war when she felt 
that she was needed. Having 
taken numerous courses in 
Classification, examination, per- 
sonnel administration and teach- 
ers’ courses, both before and 
after her daughter was born, she 
felt that she had something to 
offer. With her daughter away 
at high school, her responsibil- 
ities at home were lessened. 
Also, with living costs soaring, 
she felt that the family as a 
whole would benefit from an 
extra pay check. 


Thus, when World War II 
broke out, she went to work 
for the Federal Government as 
a personnel clerk, the job for 
which she had _ specialized 
training. By taking extra 
courses, and working hard she 
became a personnel officer. 
Then she became head of the 
Civil Service Board when she 
placed number two in a com- 
petitive exam sponsored by 
the Civil Service Board, and 
the man who scored first 
place was found to be ineli- 
gible. 


With the man of the house 
in the real estate business, the 
Knight household has lived 
since the beginning of World 
War II on two salaries. 

What do they do with two 
paychecks? 

“At first,” says Mrs. Knight, 


“a lot of our money was used | 


for our daughter Marion’s edu- 
cation. Since she has married, 
some of it goes into running our 
home, but most of mine goes 
toward caring for my father.” 
Mrs. Knight is quick to ad- 
mit that holding down three 
jobs, as mother, homemaker and 
career woman, is not easy. 
When her daughter, now Mrs. 
Garland Watkins, J:., entered 
college at Agnes Scott, and

“Yes,” they said, and there was none of that old defiance of 
females as a rising class in their eyes, “things have changed, I 
think. The women on jury bill will probably pass this time. Passed 
before in the House, but without a constitutional majority. Of 
course this one is permissive only . . . not compulsory, but it is a 
step in the right direction. We need women to serve now. Man- 
power shortage and all.” 


“Yes,” they said, looking relaxed, their guard down, and using 
none of those old furtive whispers, “I think an antimask bill will 
pass. A good one. Not the subterfuge of ‘registering’ the wearers, 
but a stiff bill that simply prohibits grown-ups from acting like 
juvenile hoodlums. You see the way they romped through with it 
in the House. And the Senate will pass it too.” 


“Yes,” they said calmly, “the governor made a good speech 
about the budget. It was a tough pill to swallow . . . maybe too 
big to be digested without a few gulps. But you felt he was speak- 
ing sincerely and not with a canny eye to the next primary. He 
wasnt just playing politics and skirting the issues. I think he’s 
growing...” 


And a senator stopped in hw reading of a bill. “Of course I’m 
here,” he said, and you could hear Marvin Griffin’s big booming 
voice, presiding efficiently, behind him. “Sure I’m busy at home. 
I figure every other man is busy, too, if he’s worth a darn. If we 
leave the government up to the ones who don’t have anything to 
do... we'll be giving it over to the bums, the failures. We’ve done 
that too much already in the nation .. . discouraging the successful 
men to run for office by low-rating the politician. This is my duty 
as much as running a gasoline business and supporting my family 
is a duty.” 

This was what they said, and you could hear them say it, 
because QUIET has come to the salons of law-making. There was 
a time when the nearest thing you could find to a riot could be 
whipped up during a joint meeting of the two legislative bodies. 
You could hardly spy a legislator for the lobbyists hovering over 
his seat, and the voice vote was as inaccurate as a television poll 
of audience reaction. Now that they have exorcised the alien spirits, 
the person sitting in the chair of the Gentleman from Upson is very 
likely to be the Gentlemen from Upson, not the Lady from the 


Committee of Locust Lovers. 


And then there was the voice of the Governor committing 
what so many have said to him so long. “Those who place par- 


tisanship above the wishes and needs of the people. . 


. will not 


dare suggest that the state cut its aid to schools, welfare and 


highways.” 


In facing our problems, we may have taken a long step toward 
solving them. At least it seemed so, in one eventful day this week 
at the busy capitol of the Commonwealth of Georgia.

Filigree Motif in Shoes 
By Design, Not Shortage 


By MAYNITA GERRY 
NEW YORK—Although the American foot faces a possible 
shortage of shoe materials, it will still be ship-shod for Spring. 
If and when replacement materials become necessary, they will 
be plowed into the stride of production long before your feet begin 


to feel the pinch of shortages. 
Therefore, any suggestions 


that a _ scarcity of materials 
might already be afoot is indica- 
tive only of our current designs. 
In other words, shoes for Spring 
will just be made that way. The 
less there is to see, however, 


the more there is to talk about. 

Pumps will again lead out the 
Spring shoe parade in both dress 
and casual types, and in a slight- 
ly reformed version of the shell 
shoe. Generally cut lower than 
the regulation pump, but higher 
than a shell, vamps are rounded 
or squared, both of which are 
more flattering than the V 
throat. Filigree and bolder cut- 
outs, interlacing of contrasting 
leathers and/or colors, drapings, 
pleats and tiny delicate pipings 
as well as yoked insets of con- 
trasting fabrics contribute to the 
new pump picture. 

Herman Delman uses con- 
trasting colors in two leathers 
to achieve a dressed-up version 
of the spectator pump, as well 
as combinations of white suede 
and brown or blue leather (usu- 
ally associated with sports 
wear) for lighter afternoon 
shoes. I. Miller combines black 
faille and patent leather in an 
afternoon spectator with a nar- 
row heel and pointed toe, which 
was designed by Perugia and is 
typical of the incoming French 
shoe styles. The faille forms a 
yoke around the vamp and the 
black patent toe and heel are 


done along the same lines of a 
man’s dress spectator. 


The open shoe—almost wide 
open, designed to surround the 
foot in a delicate frame of 
openwork or crossed _ straps, 
serves both as a new style and 
as a re-introduction to the open- 
toe and sling back shoe, resur- 
rected from former seasons. I, 
Miller’s contribution to this 
trend, however, is a closed shoe, 
with the vamp chopped almost 
entirely away, leaving all the 
toes completely exposed. The 
upper part of the vamp then 
girdles the foot in a broad band 
and is buckled at the center. 

In addition to kids, calfskins, 
patents and suedes, reptiles are 
returning. Then there will be 
wool sharkskin suiting, trimmed 
or piped in patent leather, as 
well as patent leather with nar- 
row piping and bows of tiny 
checked gingham. In addition, 
white sailor-suit pipings appear 
on navy or black shoes. White 
eyelet embroidery cut-outs make 
a daisy pattern or all-over white 
stitching is done so close to- 
gether that it gives a gray effect 
on black shoes. 

Heels are down a bit on some 
dress shoes, up on others, adding 
two new heights to heels that 
now range from flat to medium 
to high. 

New and novel designs that 
may or may not influence fu- 
ture shoe styles, but nonetheless 
deserve mention, melude Del- 


man’s cane-bottom patent, 
achieved by punching the pat- 
ent out like a cane-bottom chair, 
then laying it over shantung, 
calf or kid. Also Delman’s 


“nastilettes”’ composed of little 
circles of colored or multicol- 
ored kid, stitched together to 
make straps for sandals, or ap- 
pliqued in groups on vamp or 
mesh or calf pumps. 

Colors include, of course, the 
basics—black, brown, navy, but 
watch green. It could be this 
season’s dark horse. Light blues, 
especially I. Miller’s heavenly 
and mediterranean blues; yel- 
low, violet tones and a whole 
range of pinks are being intro- 
duced with high hopes of a suc- 
cessful season—also magnolia 
white, the latest edition to the 
blonde family. If you like to 
walk in red, try Delman’s new- 
est shade, La Vie en Rose, a rose 
red with a faint blue shadow, 
which contains all the virtues of 


a future classic color.
